5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to suggest the claimed method of manufacturing an 
optical information recording medium, particularly the combination of detecting with a 
detecting device that the radiation cure resin has been diffused towards the first and 
center bore and then irradiating the whole to the integrated substrates, after the 
detection step, to cure the radiation cure resin wholly. 
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As noted by Applicant, Miyamoto et al teaches a detecting step with a detection 
device after the resin has already been fully cured and there is no suggestion to switch 
the order of the detecting and curing steps. 

It is noted that the parent patents have been reviewed and there no obviousness 
type double patenting exists with the presently allowed claims.
